THE RED FLAG. 

A. Tame Meeting of Anarchists Held In New 
York. 

Niw York, July 7. —The red Bag waved, 
and existing institutions were denounced, 
ut to-night's meeting of Anarchists, at the 
Windsor theatre, in celebration of Gover- 
nor Altgeld's pardon of their three con- 
freres ; but it waved feebly, and the denun- 
ciations were tempered with moderation. 
The meeting turned out a lame uff.iir to all 
who expected i cones of t xcitctnent, There 
were 3,1100 people on the II wr and in tho 
galleries of tho theatre. They cheered at 
times, but never got wrought up to u pitch 
of enthusiasm. 



The Mob Only Driven Back After 
Hard Struggling — Many 
Rioters Wounded. 

PARIS, July 7. — This evening opened 
with the police apprehensive of riots in 
many parts of tho Latin quarter. Trafiic 
was stopped on tho principal streots; every 
open space hud been occupied by mounted 
police and all the side streets were pa- 
trolled. Street speakers were compelled to 
move oil whenever they tried to call a 
crowd. Most of tho ugititors therefore re- 
tired to tho cafes, where they denounced 
the police and exhorted their hearers to 
clear the Btreets of the military. Round 
tho Place do la Republique the signs of 
trouble were especially numerous. All the 
cafes in the Boulevard du Temple and the 
Boulevard Voltaire were tilled at 8 o'clock 
with workingmen and rowdies who were ex- 
pected to follow the chief agitators into tho 
streets and begin the attack upon the police 
and military. Shortly before 9 o'clock the 
cafes were empty anil the mobs were again 
in the streets. In the Boulevard Voltaire 
and the Boulevard du Temple the rioters 
were armed with clubs and a few had re- 
volvers. They marched cheering and sing- 
ing towards tho Place do la Republique. 
At tho corner of the Rue d'Angoulemo the 
rioters iu the Boulevard Voltaire were met 
by a body of dragoons and lancers. They 
were ordered back, but prtssed ahead. The 
military charged but although many rioters 
were knocked down, and trampled tho mob 
did not yield. The soldiers were received 
with showers of stones, and scattering shots. 
Several were struck with clubs. The charge 
waB repeated aud the mob began retreating 
slowly. Thero wua no scattering or sign of 
panic. The men backed off step by step, 
those in the front wielding their clubs right 
and left and those behind splitting up 
booths and kiosks into weapons with which 
to fight. 

After six charges tho military forced the 
mob back to the Boulevard Richard Le- 
noir, where the fighting was suspended. In 
their retreat the rioters had Bet fire to tho 
booths which they did not split into clubs. 
For five blocks tho Boulevard Voltaire is 
strewn with broken timbers, charred 
boards and torn and bloody oloth- 
ing. Moat of the windows were 
smashed during the conflict. Thirty or 
forly rioters are known to have been 
seriously wounded. Many otherB received 
slight injuries. Two lancers are said to 
have been wounded by revolver shots. In 
the Boulevard du Temple similar en- 
counters took place. Tho mob was driven 
back, but only after hard Renting. In tho 
Avenue de la Republique afid the Qaaie de 
Volnoy along the St Martin, lighting be- 
tween the rioters and the Republican guards 
was almost uninterrupted from 8:45 to 10 
o'clock. Booths and carts were dragged to 
the middle of the streets and set afire. 
Brands were thrown among tho guilds. 
When the mob was pushed by the military 
from the Avenue de la Republique into the 
side stieet du Grande Prieur the allies of the 
rioters began tiring from the windows on the 
military, and several soldiers were wounded. 
Dozens of rioters are reported as having 
been injured during the lighting in the in- 
side street. Several newspaper men were 
assaulted and beaten by tho police. All of 
them have, it is charged, been subjected to 
as many indignities as the police found op- 
portunity to ii fliot on them.

— The receipts of 
C liforuia fruit iu this market, so far this 
summer, has been nearly double what thuy 
were last t o ison, about forty cars a week 
now being received by the three auction 
houses which dispose of the Pacific CouBt 
produce, ugainst about twenty cars a week 
last year. The bulk of the shipments aro 
peaches, apricots, plums and cherries. 



CLEVELAND'S CONDITION- 

It Is Positively Denied That. His Illness is 
Serious- He Is Suffering Prom 
Rheumatism. 

Buzzard's Bay, Mass., July 7. — Colonel 

Lamont Baid last night that tho President's 
condition remained the same. Tho Presi- 
dent was able, by the aid of chairs, to get 
;ho plazz i for a short time and imbibe 
the beautiful brerze which comes oil' Buz- 
zard's Bay. Many telegrams havo been ro- 
coived inquiring as to the seriousness of the 
President s illness. It is not of a Berions 
character, but Surgeon-General Biyant says 
that the President must have absolute rest 
and quiet. The President will remain 
through July, but will not transact any 
public business. He will Inter on give ne- 
cessary attention to any ollicial business of 
importance that may como from Washing- 
ton. Tho reported visit here of Vice Presi- 
dent Stevenson is denied by Colonel La- 
mont. He says that the President does 
not expect, him nor any one else. Executive 
Clerk O'Brien, of the W'hite House, arrived 
to day and will assume charge of the Presi- 
dent's mail. Colonel Lamont and Dr. Bry. 
unt will remain about ten d ya. The re- 
presentative of the United Press had the 
following interview with Mr. Bryant at 
Giay Gables: 

" Doctor, a number of conflicting stories 
are told concerning tho illness of tho Presi- 
dent. Some of them mako the matter very 
serious. You woird confer a great favor by 
making some sort of ollicial statement." 

The Piesinent is all right," said the 
doctor, emphatically. 

" Prom what is ho suffering? " 
" He is suffering from rheumatism, just 
as it was reported this afternoon. Those 
reports were correct." 

Then, dootor, tho report that he ia suf- 
fering from a malignant or cancerous growth 
in the mouth and that an operation waa no 
ceasary and had been pet formed to relieve 
it, is not correct ? " 

" Ho ia suffering from his teeth ; that is 
all," answered the doctor. 

" Has an operation been performed ?" 
" That is all," said the doctor again. 
President Cleveland ia to-night feeling 
slightly better than he did this morning. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 

The Manitoba School Case Being- Pre- 
pared for the Supreme 
Com t. 

The Governor-General to Sail on Sun- 
day— His Farewell Visit 
to Montreal. 

(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, July 7.— The formal reference 
of the Manitoba school question to the 
Supremo court will ho made in the course 
of a fow days. Tho necessary papers are 
now in course of preparation in the Depart 
ment of Justice. It ia expected that argu- 
ment will be heard at the next sitting of 
tho Supremo court of Canada, which opens 
the first Tuesday iu October. 

The Governor-General will pass next 
Wednesday in Montreal to bid good-hyo to 
his friends there. He will roturn to Ottawa 
and leave for Quebec on Friday, Bailing by 
the Labrador on Sunday morning. 

The Public Works department is calling 
for tenders to supply coal to the public 
buildings throughout tho Dominion. Tho 
timo for receiving tenders expires July 31. 

THE TENSION TIGHT. 

misunderstandings Between the Government 
and the Paris Council— The 
Student Rioters. 

PARIS, July 7. — Au appeal Bigned by the 
delegates of 107 trades syndicates was issued 
to-day in Paris and tho provinces, request- 
ing tho workmen to quit work. The ten- 
sion between tho Paria municipal Council, 
some of whose members aro avowedly Social- 
ists, and the Government, bIiowb no signs of 
lessening. The Council held a mooting to- 
day, at which the situation in the city waa 
discussed. Several members made speeches, 
in which they violently denounced tho Gov- 
ernment for supporting tho police in what 
was termed " their high-handed and reck- 
less disregard of the law " The action of 
the Council to day adds Btren^th to the re 
port that the Government intends to dis- 
solve that, body. Fifty-five of tho rioters 
captured by the police have been held for 
prosecution. All the other persons arrested 
have bieu released.

BRUTE OF A HUSBAND. 

Hard Treatment of a Wife by a Good-for- 
Nothlng Fellow. 

Seattle, July 7. — A spocial from 
Spokane, Wash., says : Ilattie Anderson 
was found nearly dead by tho police this 
afternoon. When she recovered conscious- 
ness, she said her husband, Bud Ander- 
son, who was for a number of years a pro- 
minent merchant here, asked her for what 
money she had, and on refusing to give it to 
him, choked her. She said he then got a 
ropo and, putting it around her neck, drew 
her up to the ceiling. When let down her 
husband demanded her money, and, although 
nearly dead, she Btill refused, and was again 
strung up. She was found on the floor in- 
sensible and her husband hud lied. Tho 
doctors say sho will probably die. Ander- 
son was finally found by tho polico anil waa 
handled pretty roughly while being taken 
to police headquarters. He is now held in 
the county jail without bail for murder. 



EMBARRASSED BANKS. 

Inquiries Into the Affairs of Two Financial 
Institutions In San KranclBco. 

San Francisco, July 7.— The Bank Com- 
missioners commenced an examination of 
the affiirs of the People's Homo Savings 
Bank to-day. Tho Attorney General will 
not como to any decision concerning tho 
resumption of business by the 1'acilio Na- 
tional Hank for some days, probably not, un- 
til the examination of the People's Home 
Savings Bank has been completed. Tho 
directors of the Pacific Hank held a meeting 
to day, beginning at 11 a.m. and lasting un- 
til 2:30 fi m. Tho uffiira of the bank wore 
thoroughly discussed, but no definite course 
was decided upon. Another meeting will 
be held on Monday, July 10. It is under- 
stood the Sheriff will not ho in possession of 
the bank under the attachment suit of Fer- 
dinand Smith until August II, to which 
date tho court has postponed the Case. 



Oaxaca, Mexico, July 0. — Mail advices 
were received hero to-day from the state of 
Chiapas that a prehistoric city has been dis- 
covered in the dense forests near tho lino of 
Guatemala, A party of men making exca- 
vations came upon the ruiua. A great many 
queer looking utensils, weapons and stone 
ornaments have already been unearthed in 
the city. In one building hive been found 
the skeletons of several human beings, 
measuring from seven to eight feet iu height. 
No signs of metal of any kind have yet been 
discovered. 

Faintly Destructive Tornado. 

Fonda, Iowa, July 1 — A tornado passed 
west and south of this placo between six 
and seven last evening, demolishing build 
ings aud groves and injuring many persons 
and causing the Iobs of many lives. The 
dead are John Dotwiller, Mrs. Garton, Amos 
H. Garton, child of Mrs. A. H. Garton, 
Samuel Hearson and entire family, D. E. 
Miller and two of his family, K N. Surgent 
and entire family. The injured number 40. 
The course of the storm was u little south- 
east, and it waa preceded by an eust wind 
and alow-moving clouds going westward. It 
was attended by a fall of rain and somo hail 
and- unusual electrical diaturbancea. 

Keeley Cure Graduates. 

CincAiio, July 7.— The committee having 
charge of the arrangements for the interna- 
tional convention of Keeley cure graduates, 
which ia to be held in this city, is now hold- 
ing daily sessions and ia deluged with ad- 
vices from all over tho country and Cuunda 
concerning prospective delegations. Ac- 
cording to present advices 20,000 graduates 
will respond to the call, and unless an im- 
mense auditorium tent can be erected on the 
south side of tho city, it will be necessary to 
engage all tho large halls in tho centre of the 
city and follow in each the sumo programme. 
It had originally been intended to hold the 
convention three weeks henco, hut owing to 
the magnitude of tho undertaking the date 
has been changed until next Soptembor. 

Shot Himself in His Coffin, 

Seattle, July 7. — A special from Ward- 
ner, Idaho, suys that Henry Merrill, who 
shot Jones Ellison, an old man of 00, on 
Juno ■_'.'), was found dead in his coffin to- 
day. He had evidently committed suicide 
by shooting himself, as there was a bullet 
hole through his head, and an empty pistol 
by his side. It ia thought that it wua a 
freak of Merrill's to place himself in hia 
coffin before he performed the fatal act that 
ahonld land him in the unknown world. He 
wua found by some boys who were out 
hunting. The following note was found by 
the dead body: "July, 1893. My bonds- 
men are free and I will bo in u few minutes. 
I have had all 1 want of this world, so good- 
bye." H. Merrill. 

To ICe Burled Alive. 

New York, July 7.— The Press' special 
from Toledo Bays : Seymour, the mind- 
reader, has been in Toledo ou his way to 
Chicago, where he ia going to bo buried 
alive, after the manner of the Indian magi- 
cians, who say they can auapend animation 
for uny period by swallowing their tongues 
and controlling the heart and mind. " My 
coffin has gone ahead," said Mr. Seymour. 
" It is a fac simile of the ono in which Gen- 
eral Grunt's remains now rest, and cost 
SS.000. It is made in three sections, one 
fitting inBidc tho other. I will be buried 
six feet deep in the coflin. Signals are to 
bo arranged so that if thinga do not go right 
I can coinmunicato with the soldiers on tho 
outside who will guard the grave. I will 
remain buried till the germs uprout, grow, 
ripen and are harvested. Then the disin- 
terment will take place. I won't come back 
to earth until September 24. 1 am positive 
I can do it, and the acicntilic men who are 
assisting me are beginning to think so too."

—A special to uic 
Herald from Chicago aaya that Vice-Presi- 
dent Stevenson, iu an interview, expressed 
himself thus in regard to the Sherman sil- 
ver law: "I will say that I am in favor of 
ita immediate repeal, but tho substitute 
that will be presented has not been agreed 
upon.

THE AllMY BILL. 



Caprivi Announces That the Amended 
Measure Represents the Mini- 
mum Demand. 



Liebkuecht Says Government Wants 
to Fortify Itself Against the 
German People. 



Berlin, July 7. — When the now Reich- 
stag met, to-day, for tho first time, for the 
consideration of regular business, nearly all 
tho 397 members were iu their places, for it 
was known that the Government would at 
ouco introduce tho amended army bill, and 
general interest was felt as to the concea- 
siona, if any, that the Government haa 
mado on tho original bill. Immediately tho 
formal opening of the House was concluded, 

Chuncollor von Caprivi ascended tho tri- 
bune and iu a long Bpeech introduced tho 
amended measuro. He stated that tho pre- 
sent form of the bill represented the mini- 
mum that the Government would accept in 
men or money. The Government demands 
were the lowest possiblo consistent with tho 
safety ol the empire. The previous bill had 
been before Parliament and the country for 
nine months, and everybody understock 
what tho Government wanted. It was, 
thorcforo, needless to repeat tho argument 
that had before been advanced in favor of 
the measure. 

Herr Liebknecht, tho well known Social- 
ist Democratic leader, said that the Govera- 
meut did not want an increased army be- 
cause it feared France or Russia, but bo- 
cause it desired to fortify itself ugainst the 
German people. His ussertion was greeted 
with cries of " shame, shumo." 



A NEGRO LYNCHED. 

Hanged In Chains to a Telegraph Pole— The 
Body Burned to Ashes. 

Louisvii.LK,. Ky., July 7. — Charles Mil- 
ler, alias " Glass Kiting Joe," the ravisher 
and murderer of two young girls of Bard- 
well, is at Wjckliffe, Ky. , eight miles north 
of Bardwell. Bardwell citizens have him, 
and are taking him to tho ECeno of the 
ciime. Bardwell will be reached at 11 
o'clock, and indications ate that he will lie 
burned at the stake. 

Bardwell, Ky , July 7. — Tho crowd 
numbers over 1,000, and when Miller was 
taken from the train a mad rush was made, 
and for u few minutes nothing could be 
heard above tho shouts and nothing cunld 
be eeen fur tho dust. Tho unhappy father 
announced from tho stand, "This is the man 
who killed try children, let us burn him at 
I ho proper time, but let us keep quiet."

The Normal Standard, 

Washington, D. C, July 7.— In reply

These wero identified by 
her father. Ho was lodged in jail here at 
about noon. Ho called for a Methodist 
preacher and one waited on him. He pro- 
fessed converaion and was baptised. Im- 
mediately after being baptised ho raisoJ hlrj 
hands and swore he waa innounnt. Thia 
statement ho repeated to tho mob. Tho deor 
of the jail waa battered a fow minutes bo- 
forp three, and ho waa dragged ont. Fully 
7,000 men, women and children witnessed tho 
lynching.

Palnior and Billy Caasin made a very 
promising discovery a few days ago on their 
claim in the White river basin, consisting 
of a large well defined ledge. It shows fll.'i 
io gold and '21 ounces of silver to the ton. 

A Minneapolis syndicate has offered S 1 50, - 
000 for the Urady group of mines. It is 
quite probable tho owners will conclude to 
sell. 

Passengers on Friday's (ireat Northern 
west-bound train were horrified at seeing 
tho body of an old hunter lying dead and 
covered with an Indian blanket on the plat- 
form at Essex.

An assay shows $241 in gold and 105 5 
ounces silver per ton. The It dee can he 
traced on the surface for over 600 feet, and 
the owners have croBs cut it in several 
places and arc satisfied that it is a tine fis- 
sure vein. The Ceala is situated about 
twenty miles from Kaslo and four miles 
north of Watson, in the White Water basin, 
and adjoins t lie Snowbird. 

The President anil Two Brothers mineral 
claims, situated within a mile from Houser 
lake, are showing three distinct ledges, ull 
from six to three feet wide and not over ;>0() 
feet apart, and are of a very rich character. 
The vein matter is lime and decomposed 
quartz, currying galena and grey copyer. 
The assays average eighty ounces taking it 
right through.

Anderson thinks 
his plans wero interfered with by a strong 
south-easterly wiud, which tho Mystery ex- 
perienced on leaving that port. Thero are 
few Indians on tho Coast at present, the 
majority of them having followed the seals 
North ; but several large canoes wore 
sighted quite a distanco off shore, when the 
Mystory was on her way back to Victoria. 
Two schooners, which Capt. Anderson 
could not recognize on account of their dis- 
tanco off, wero also passed, off Euculet.

WORK PROtiRESsINU WELL. 

The Victoria and Sidney Railway Construc- 
tion Being rushed Ahead 
Rapidly 

When the promise or statement was made 
a few months ago, that by the middle of 
November thero would be trains running on 
tho Victoria and Sidney railway, thero were 
nmny who shook their heads and had doubts 
about it ; but if the present rate of con- 
struction iB kept up for the next two 
months, and there is every indication that 
it will be, there is no reason why the first 
train should not start on time as expected. 

Work having been commenced from the 
Sidney end of tho line thero is not very 
much known in the city of what hus been 
done. A littlo party was out yesterday in- 
specting, however, and has seen the results 
of tho work so far. The lino from Sidney 
toward Victoria, as far as Elk luko, is all 
graded, and about ISO men are on the job, 
so that every day tho camp gets a little 
nearor to town. From Sidney to where 
tho camp was yesterday there has not been 
much heavy work, but from thero in to 
Victoria the difficulties to bo overcome are 
a trillo greater, tho grades being somewhat 
heavior. Tho end of tho track at Sidney is 
just opposite the new sawmill, which has 
lieon erected by Mr. John White and his 
associates. Tho lino runs for a consider- 
able distance along the si a shore, and is 
very advantageously located. In places 
thero is a good deal of heavy timber, but 
tho chief obstructions have boon overcome 
by long curves around them. Tho Bhip 
which brings tho rails from Englund is ex- 
pected next month at Sidney, where sho 
will go to the wharf and discharge, and tho 
work of laying the iron will commence from 
that cud. By that tlmo tho grading will 
have been well advanced. Thero are two 
bridgoa to be built between Elk Lako and 
Victoria, hut these are not very large, and 
-unite put up without de'ay. Mr. John 
firuy, of Perry, Cray & Davis, is tho en- 
oinco'r in charge of tho wcrk.

Of the British Columbia Board of 
Trade -Reports of President 
uud Oilieers. 



New Officers Elected ami General 
Business Transacted— Prospects 
for the Year. 



The fourteenth annual meeting of 
the- BritiBh Columbia Board of Trado 
was held yesterday afternoon in the 
now builclice, tho largo boardroom 
being well filled with members who 
took a keen interest in tho proceedings. 
Tho chair was occupied by the president, 
Mr. T. B. Hall. After routine business tho 
secretary read letters from the Boards of 
Trado of Toronto, Vancouver, Montreal and 
Ottawa, approving of tho action of the B.C. 
Board of Trade in respect to Australian 
trade. The Winnipeg Board of Trado asked 
for further information. 

Tho Beoretary read the following report 
of tho retiring council : 
To the Members of the British Golumbia. 

Board of Trade: 

GENTLEMEN ;-_Yotir committee, consist- 
ing of the presidoDt, vice-president and sec- 
rotary, appointed by the council, beg to ap- 
pend herewith the fourteenth annual report 
of tho Board, which is submitted for the 
consideration of members : 

MEMBERSHIP, 

At the date of Vno last annual report the 
number of active members stood at lTi-l ; 
new members during the year 21 ; together, 
17"' ; from which have to be deducted : Re- 
signations, A. J. Heohtel ; deaths, Hon. 
Hugh Nelson, M. \V. Waitt, A. J. Laidlaw, 
leaving the present number of uotive members 
at 171. The tallowing named new members 
were elected during the period under review: 
W. H. Redmond, P.T. Button, F.B.Gregory, 
W. H. Bivinbridge, L. H. Northey, Robert 
Ritter, J R. Robertson, J. B. Gordon, W. 
J. Anderson, Walter Morris, Robert Ir- 
ving, sr., H. % W. Bohnsen, EL E. Connou, 
H. P. Sieward, T. B. Pearson, Richard 
Hall, Lionel H. Webber, C. N. Gowen, 
John Bennett, T. M. Henderson and J. F. 
Forrester. 

OBITUARY. 

Since tho Board's previous report, death 
has removed from us three memberB, \'u : 
Hon. Hugh Nelson, ex-Lieut. -Governor of 
tho Province, who was a member for four- 
teen yoars ; J. A. Laidlaw, who was asso- 
ciated with tho Board since ISS'J, and M. 
W. Waitt, who became a member in 1879. 
Resolutions of condolence were forwarded to 
tho bereaved relatives. 

MEETINGS. 

Sinco tho previous annual report four 
quarterly general and two special general 
meetings of tho Board were held. Tho 
meetings of the council were not so numer- 
ous as during tho previous twelve months, 
owing to much business having been dealt 
with by the standing committee. The 
active interest of previous years has been 
sustained, and an mcrease thereof is confi- 
dently expected. 

The Vuncouver Island telegraph service 
continues unsatisfactory, aud the repeated 
complaints of tho Board having been 
answered by requests for specific 
charges, it may be well to here state 
that it is not a function of this insti- 
tution to deal with such individual 
cases. There is a widespread dissatisfac- 
tion with the existing service; also, a unani- 
mous desire to have an alternative lino, via 
l'uget Sound, to connect with tho United 
States telegraph system. That the alterna- 
tive lino should be an independent one may 
bo judged from the number of important 
messages that aro mailed to Port Townsend 
and Seattle, and from there dispatched by 
wire to points in Eastern Canada. 

For the few years subsequent to 1S«4, a 
cable between Clover Point, B. C, and Dun- 
geness, Washington, was operated by the 
Dominion Government, but it was never re- 
liable, and shortly after being transferred to 
the Canadian Pacific Telegraph Company it 
was declared useless and treated accord- 
ingly. The Board communicated to the 
Dominion Government their desire that the 
alternative telegraph line should connect 
with the Puget Sound Telegraph Comr any's 
system, to admit of regular shipping and 
weather advices from Cape Flattery; and at 
that time private capital was available for 
the purchase of a modern cable which would 
have been laid but for the Dominion Gov- 
ernment's refusal to grant permisaicn to 
connect with Vancouver Island. 

On Muy '27th last, Mr. Hosmer, Manager 
of the C. P. R. Co's, telegraph, in an inter- 
view with the council ot the Board, stated 
thut his company are now contemplating 
tho laying of a cable to Japan. This cable 
io yearly becoming more necessary, in con- 
sequence of the growth of our trade with 
the Orient. It is hoped that the necessity 
of laying a cable to Australia will receive 
due prominence, 

These matters are commended to the in- 
coming council. 

RAILWAYS. 
The standing committee on railways will 
deal with the various matters coming under 
this head, in a report appended hereto. It 
is therefore only necessary to direct atten- 
tion to the fact that within the past five 
years twenty-nine charters for railways 
within the province have been granted. Of 
this number, two lines are constructed, und 
seven uro being built, but with few excep- 
tions, little is known of any scheme for con- 
structing the remainder. Some lines that 
would be constructed if the charters wero in 
propor hands, cannot now be proceeded 
with, the financial inability of tho holders 
of the charters rendering it impossible, and 
the avarice shown in tho exorbitant price 
they ask for their privileges places tho en- 
terprises out of reach of capitalists seeking 
such. Meantime tho development of the 
country is retarded, and tho time has come 
when every applicant for a .railway charter 
should be obliged to givo bonds to secure 
the expenditure of a certain sum of money 
within a reasonable time upon every con- 
ceusion received. This mutter is commended 
to tho incoming council. 

KSQOIMALT GRATING DOCK. 

Tho utility to merchant vessels of the 
graving dock at Ksquimult has lately 
been lessened by tho circumstance of ita 
having boon occupied by K.M.S. Wurspito 
for threo months. As the Admiralty agree- 
ment with the Dominion Government does 
not expire until July 11102, it is certain that 
other clocking accommodation must bo pro- 
vided for tho yearly increasing freight and 
passenger ships. During tho past twelve 
months the dock was occupied 1263 days by 
ton vessels, aggregating 21,850 toue. 

AD8TKAL1AN itOUTJi. 

On Juno 8th ultimo., tho steamship 
Miowera, tho pioneer of a direct steamship 
servico between |Canadu and Australia, 
reached Victoria from Sydney, N. S. W., 
after a voyage of twenty-two days. The 
steamship company receives from tho Can- 
adian Government a subsidy of $20,000 por 
annum; also a subsidy from Now South 



Wales of £10,000 per annum. In view of 
tho largo trade thut it is possiblo to de- 
velop, every encouragement should be given 
to make this steamship service a successs. 
Tho now lino offers inducements to travel- 
lers between Great Britain and Australia, 
for instead, of a voyage via the Suez Canai 
to Sydney, averaging forty- two days, the 
route via Canada gives an ugreeablo break 
in the journey, with change of climate and 
scenery that will bo much appreciated. 

As a mail connection between Great Britain 
and Australia, the Canadian-Australasian 
routo bus a great future, in consc<|uence of 
tho saving of time— three or four duys— 
which it is possible to . accomplish. For 
four years ending Juno 30, 1892, the exports 
between Cunuclu and Australia have aver- 
aged only $754,023 per annum, principally 
salmon and lumber. Although many of the 
imports and exports between Australia and 
Canada have been made via San Francisco, 
U. S-, tho latter port has had the credit, 
thereforo, instead of the Dominion of Can- 
ada. Direct shipping opportunities will in 
futuro obviate this. 

The new direct steamship servico will de- 
velop other branches of trade, which, if 
further encouraged by the removal of some 
taritV barriers, may assume a great volume. 
A resolution of tho Council has been for- 
warded to tho Dominion Government, urging 
the importance of immediately dealing with 
this matter ; copies were also forwarded to 
other boards of trade throughout tho Do- 
minion, und some replies have been received 
promising co-oprat ion, A copy of tlto reso- 
lution will be tound in the appendices. 

Mr. F. W. \\ urd (representing the own- 
ers), who arrived on tho ss. Miowera, has 
kindly promised to furnish particulars of 
some of tho trado openings with Australia. 
It is only necessary to add that the greatest 
succt-ss to this now trade route will follow 
the removal, on both sides, of tariff barriers. 

This important matter is commended io 
the incoming Council, and your Committee 
would suggest the advisability of a thor- 
oughly competent delegate visiting the Aus- 
tralian Colonies under the auspioea of the 
several boards of trado of the Province, and 
to which service the Provincial Government, 
if applied to, would no doubt lend their as- 
sistance, and ascertain from personal obser- 
vation what branches of commerce can im- 
mediately be developed. This opportunity 
should bo taken advantage of, as this Prov- 
ince must inevitably participate largely in 
tho benefits accruing from the successful 
operatiou of thi3 new trade route between 
Canada aud Australia. 

TltK KOOTKNAV DISTRICTS. 

Tho Kootenay districts continue to givo 
every indication of great mineral wealth, 
and prospecting is aetivo. One thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-eight claims were 
recorded during IS!)2. These districts have 
un advantage over the northern mineral 
bearing portion of the province, inasmuch 
us the lakes and rivers are open at all sea- 
sons, and Severn 1 of the latter aro navigable 
during some months of the year; but it is 
to the construction of the several short lines 
of railway — charters for which have been 
granted — that we must look for cheap 
transportation. Largo sums of money have 
been spout by private individuals on trails, 
and on a wugon roud to connect Kootenay 
lake with Three Forks, to tap several mines 
there. 

Somo shipments of ore have been made to 
Tacoma, on which tho cost of transporta- 
tion by pack train from tho mines to Koot- 
enay lake — a distance of between 20 and 
,'50 miles — has been SW per ton. From 
the latter point to tho smeltekat Tacoma 
the freight rate was $8 per ton. 

In addition to these freight outlays, the 
ore wus subject to United States duty of 
1^0. per pound on lead contained therein, 
aud which runs about 69 per cent., thus 
making a total expense tor freight und 
duties of ubout per ton, exclusive of the 
cost of mining uuel smelting. 

Notwithstanding these excessive charges, 
the profits of these ventures wero satisfac- 
tory, and other shipments will follow. One 
mine is being worked with steam drills, und 
a concentrating. With this exception, no 
mining on a practical basis baa yet been at- 
tempted. Such enterprises require lurge 
capital, consequently prospectors ure 
obliged to recoup themselves by the sale of 
their claims, and of the claims recorded 
during 181)2, about fifty per cent, were 
transferred, whilst many others have been 
bonded for various auins, aggregating liun 
dreda of thousands of dollars. 

- Tho lead and silver bearing ores are, at 
the present, occupying the attention of the 
majority of the prospectors, but some very 
fine specimens of copper ore and large de 
posits of iron have been found. Gold, in 
placer, hydraulic and quart;', workings hits 
been discovered on the Salmon river und its 
tributaries, and promises rich results, 
Prospectors and capitalists ure yearly in 
creasing, and are closely followed by traders 
in all lines of merchandise. Much capital 
is being invested in smelting unel reclaim- 
ing lands, ami in the lumber business. Twoof 
the leading banks doing business in the Pro 
vinco found it desirable to establish brunches 
in the West Kootenay district in 1892. 

The development of the Kootenay districts 
is steady and undoubtedly solid. The ex- 
tent and variety und richness of the miner- 
als found there, and tho natural advantage) 
found in an abundance of timber on the 
spot, and tho proximity of the vast fields of 
superior coal must result in successful devel- 
opment. When a few mines have proved 
remunerative, then, and then only, muy we 
expect a large influx of tho capital 1 1 quired to 
construct tho railways, and to transform 
these districts into what they are destined 
to be— the richest mining camps on the 
American continent. 

LOU BUR, 

There are within tho Province fifty-three 
lumber mills, with aggregate capacity for 
cutting 1,750,000 feet per day ; 40,678,256 
feet, valued at $410,951, being exported 
seaward during 181)2, particulars of which 
will be found in the appendices. 

Three hundred and eighty-six thousand, 
one hundred and twenty-two acres of tim- 
ber lands are leased by the various mills. 
An average of 20,000 feet per acre is con- 
sidered a very low estimate of the timber 
contained in these limits. 

SURVEYS. 

Much additional information has been 
gained from the surveys made by thirteen 
parties engaged in the Province during 
1802. Tho work of 'die previoua yeur ia 
shown in tho large increase of pre-emption 
records ; ond it is satisfactory to note thut 
the number of "certificates of improvement 
issued in 1892 exceeded thoao of uny pre- 
vious year. 

The area included in the deeds — Crown 
grants — issued last year covered .'109,878 
acres, cq.'ial to nearly one-third of the total 
acreage deedetl in the previous ten years, 
This is partly accounted for by the with- 
drawal of Crown lands from sale in Febru- 
ary, 1H92, and granting until September 
following to complete purchases mudo prior 
to that date. 

During the recent session of tho Legisla- 
ture, $.10,000 wus voted for carrying on sur- 
veys during tho current year, and several 
parties of surveyors are now at work in 
different portions of the Province laying out 
lands suitable foraettlement. It ia expected 
that a largo area of first-class agricultural 
loud will be immediately avuilublo in the 
Chilootin and ChftOO valleys ; also large 



tracts of excellent grazing lands at the 
north end of Vancouver Island. On the 
numerous islands between Vancouver island 
and tho Mainland there aro many acres of 
good agricultural land within easy reach of 
the cities, of which information may bo ex- 
pected at un early dato. 

Another party of surveyors are in the 
Osoyoos district, which is said to contain a 
largo area of good grazing land, and is alao 
believed to bo rich in both economio and 
precious minerals. Exploratory surveys are 
being carried on in tho valloy of the '■'quam- 
ish river, and in tho valley of tho Kle-na- 
Kleno river. A charter has been granted 
for a railway to run along tho Squumish 
river, cu route from Vancouver into the 
Chilcotin country, and as soon as the result 
of the surveys is known, a largo increase in 
pre-emptions is expected. There is already 
a good sottlenient on Howe Sound, into 
which tho Squamish river empties itself. 

The most important of all tho Biirveys to 
bo made this year will bo in the Kootenay 
districts, and is known us the photo-topo- 
graphical survey. It consists of a number 
of photographs covering tho same ground 
from different points of view. These pho- 
tographs are afterwards urrangetl to show 
so accurately, the outline, including the 
elevation, of the country embraced, that it 
is possible to plan engineering works with- 
out a further examination of tho ground. 
The " birds'-eye views'' can be reproduced 
to uny scale, and have the udvuntuge of bo- 
ing inexpensive. This class of work hua 
not been attempted before la this Province, 
and the Kootenay districts have been se- 
lected in consequence of tho groat demand 
for such information by tho yearly increas- 
ing number of prospectors unel others seek- 
ing to develop that portion of tho Pro- 
vince. 

During 1892, 9,000 maps, showing differ- 
ent portions of tho Province, wero prepared 
for gratuitous distribution, and all informa- 
tion that la on tho tile in the Laud Ollice is 
fiee on application by intending settlers. 
Five thousand threo hundred and twenty- 
one letters wero received during 1892. 
AGRICULTURE. 

Until within tho past few years the im- 
pression prevailed that British Columbia was 
a " Sea of Mountains." It is, therefore, a 
revelation to many to learn that thero are 
within the Province grazing aud agricultur- 
al lands sufficient to sustain a population 
many times greater than it now contains. 
Thut more of these lunds aro not utilized 
results from tho difficulties in transporting 
to the cities tho crops und cattle that could 
be raised thereon. But theso difficulties 
are year by year being lessened, und one re- 
sult iB shown in the falling off in the im- 
pnrtaof wheat Hour. For the years ending 
30th June, 1890 and .1891, the imports were 
:i.~>,0G.j and 31,682 bbls. respectively. For 
tho year ending 30th June, 1892, the im- 
ports amounted to ouly 19,530 bbla. , on 
which tho duty paid was $14,648.33. Dur- 
ing tho latter period there wero also im- 
ported 18,447 bushela of wheat, duty paid 
$3,4-10 -19, and bran valued at $18,447, on 
which the duty paid amounted to $0,fi0U 30; 
altogether $24,889.12 on wheut und its pro- 
ducts. 

Tho Shuswap & Okanugun railway has 
opened up a portion of tho Provinco very 
suitable for wheat growing, tho average 
yield bom'' forty bushels per acre of the 
finest grade Hour wheat, and if the avail- 
able lauds in this district only were brought 
under cultivation, all the provincial require- 
ments could bo supplied, unel yet leave u 
surplus for a lurge export trade. 

The duty on sheep imported for tho year 
ending 30th June, 1892. was $29,306 40; 
on horned cattle, $9,043 30 ; on butter, 
$9,200 ; and on bacon uud lard together, 
$14,338 lifi. Thero ia no means of ascer- 
taining the exact quantities of these staples 
that have entered the Province from East- 
ern Canada, excepting she-op, but to double 
the other quantities »s representing receipts 
from all sources would be a very low esti 
mute of our importa for home consumption 
during the twelve months referred to. 

British Columbia i-ffers inducements to 
the small farmer rather than to the capital- 
ist who seeks a larce and unbroken tract of 
land suitable for cultivation ; where ono of 
the former could make a selection, hun- 
dreds of the latter could find suitable home- 
steads. A British subject, or an alien pur- 
DOaing to become u British aubjeot, can pre- 
empt 160 acrea of land at $1 per acre ; but 
land suitable for funning, within easy reach 
of tho cities, would have to be purchased 
from present holders at $10 and upwards 
per acre, according to location und richness 
of the soil. The opening up of the lunels 
near the cities would bo u great benefit to 
tho Province, and the small farms, if 
properly worked, would give highly satis- 
factory results to the owners. Tho markets 
for fresh dairy produce, poultry, fruit and 
vegetables, etc., that could bo raised 
thereon, will not be overstocked for some 
years to come. 

In the meantime, British Columbia will 
be opened up with railways, and it is quite 
safe to predict that it will not then im- 
port, us it is now doing, agricultural pro- 
ducts that could be ruiseel in the Province 
aggregating in value $15 per capita of the 
entire population. The Province now pays 
the Dominion Government for duties on 
agricultural products nearly $200,000 per 
annum. 

QUARANTINE. 

In the provious report of the Board, at- 
tention was directed to the neceFsity for 
moro stringent quarantine rules und regula- 
tions, and tho urgency of placing the quar- 
antine station at Albert Head in an efficient 
state. The experience of July last and the 
following three months, amply demonstrat- 
ed thut the warning wus well timed. In 
consequence of lux regulations and tho want 
of modern tlisinfecting uppliunces, smallpox 
was allowed to enter tho Province, and re- 
sulted in completely paralyzing business for 
some months. 

The Board's request that a commission be 
appointed by the Dominion Government to 
inquire into this matter was not complied 
with, but in December a commission ap- 
pointed by the Provincial Government took 
evidence at each of the cities, and in their 
report traced the origin of the diseuso in 
British Columbia to tho China-Japan mail 
ship3. 

A small steamer, provided with u power- 
ful di oxide blast for disinfecting vessels, has 
been fitted out and placed in commission, 
and extensive quarantine works aro also bo 
ing carried out at William's Head, which is 
found tc bo more convenient for a quaran- 
tine station thun Albert Head. 

INSOLVENCY. 
Acting .upon tho recommendation con- 
tained in the Board's provious report, a 
special committee wus appointed to draft a 
form of procedure in caseaof insolvent debt- 
ors. Their suggestions (tho which wero ap- 
proved by tho soverul Boards of Trade 
throughout tho Province), following the 
lines of proceduro obtaining tn Manitoba, 
wero embodied in a report, which waa 
adopted by your Council, and a copy is ap- 
pended hereto. Tho Committee also inter- 
viewed the Premier of tho Provinco, which 
rcsnlteel in a bill being introduced into tho 
L'-gislaturc, but which did not become law, 
Tho opinion now provuils that only tho Do- 
minion Government can enact a measure 
which shall bo effective. Many petitions

THE CI TV COUNCIL. 

The citizons of Victoria have been forced 
to form a poor opinion of the present City 
Council as a whole. They see that it has 
no business capacity. It does not attend to 
tko wants of tho city, and it wastes time 
foolish and fruitless (lis ussions. It seems 
that its members are unable to get clear of 
thoir small jalousies and petty dislikes, 
and tho consequence is thit they do not 
work harmoniously together for the com- 
mon good. The Council has now been 
seven mouths in office and has done, as one 
of tho aldermen the other day admitted, 
nothing. Ho ooui plained tlnit the Council 
is without a head to expedite business, 
"When wo are summoned to meet," he 
said, ''wo have no more knowledge as 
the business which is to be set In fore 
than if we did not belong to the Council at 
all. The Mayor sets matters before us 
whioh we have had no opportunity of con 
sidoring. Is it any wonder that ii 
trying to take action on subjects 
about which wo have heard nothing 
until the evening of the meeting, mistakes 
are made, and that Councillors propose mo 
tiona the result of which they do not foresee 
Why are the communications which are re 
oeived by the Mayor and the City Clerk not 
placed in tho hands of the Chairmen of the 
difTereutcommittees, so that thoseeommittecs 
might havo an opportunity of seeing them 
and considering them before action ia to be 
taken on them by the Council This alder 
uian complained sadly of the way in which 
the Council ia treated by the Mayor, who, 
according to him, does not give its members 
\ ohanco to think over the different subjects 
which come before them. 

Wo do not know how much reason there 
is in this complaint, but we have heard 
aldermen complain that the Mayor treated 
them as if they wero a lot of schoolboys, 
putting before them what business he be- 
lieved ought to be transacted, and with holding 
documents which in his judgment it was not 
expedient to consider at that particular 
tiino. 

Tho reply to this is simple. It is, if tho 
Councillors permit the Mayor to treat them 
liko schoolboys they deserve no better treat- 
ment. They havo their rights as the repre- 
sentatives of the citizens. They arc re- 
aponsible, as well aa the Mayor, for the way 
in which tho city's business is transacted 
and the city's affairs are managed, and if 
they allow tho Mayor to ride over them 
rough-shod they have only themselves to 
biumo. A united Council, that knows its 
rights and realizes its responsibilities, would 
very soon bring the Mayor to his senses and 
establish an order of business which would 
allow members time and opportunity to 
make themselves acquainted with the sub- 
jeota that come before them, and which 
would compel his Worship to lay before the 
Council all communications as booh as possi- 
ble after they wero received. It did, we 
must say, seem singular, at a late session of 
Council, to boo the important report of the 
Chief of the Firo Department laid before 
the Council a month after it had been sent 
iu. At tho Hiimo meeting we were told a 
letter was read, of which the Council could 
uot make head or tail, becauso it referred to 
another lotter that had uot been submitted 
to tho Councillors. We may say hero that 
the M-iyor was uot present at tho mooting 
♦Haded to. 

Tho Councillors who havo to submit to 
what they consider an undue excrcieo of au- 
thority on tho part of tho Mayor aro en- 
titlod to sympathy, but aa they uro men and j 
nok boys, and as they havo been elected to 



man 'go tho aflairs of tho city, they cannot 
bo excused when the work is not done, or 
when it is dono badly because the gentle- 
man who presides over tho meetings likes to 
have his own way, and is slow and some- 
what intractable. What they should do is 
to aBsert their rights and to insist upon 
those rights being recognized by his Wor- 
ship the Mayor. They must remember that 
thero aro times and situations in which sub- 
mission is the reverse of a virtuo. 



PROFESSOR ELLIOTT. 

Professor Henry W. Elliott has good rea- 
son to complain of the way in which he has 
been treated by the United States Govern- 
ment and tho lawyers aud others which it 
employed. In 1S0O he was sent by that 
Government to Bebring Sea to make obser- 
vations as to tho numbers of tho seals and 
their habits, and to report. He did his 
work well aud faithfully, but us his report 
contained passages whioh wero not consid- 
ered favorable to the American Bido of the 
dispute, it was not published. ~The sup 
pression of Professor Elliott's report was 
commented upon by Mr, Carter, one of the 
American counsel, in a very peculiar way. 
Mr. Carter did not consider himself at lib- 
erty to say what there wus "peculiar" 
ubout that report, but he did take the lib- 
erty to insinuate aud surmise a great deal 
that was uot calculated to add lustre to the 
Professor's reputation as a man of science or 
as a member of the commonwealth. 

When Professor Klliott read Mr. Carter's 
speech he was naturally indignant, and 
wroto a letter to the New York Times, 
making public the true reason why his re- 
port was not published, of which letter the 
following is un extract : 

In the lirst place, I withheld this report 
from i he public printing of it in December, 

1890, solely because I was promised by tho 
theu Secretary of State that m> recom- 
mendations of stopping all killing on laud 
(except food s als) if tho British would 
cease pelagic sealing during ihe season of 

1891, of the sending of a joint commission 
up to the islands, and of tho referenco of 
the whole subject to a court of arbitration 
aa to damages, jurisdiction, etc. — that all 
these recommendations which are in my ro- 
port would be carried out, and that when 
the commission returned in l!S!)l and 1892 
their report and thia one of mine should be 
published at the same time. 

The Secretary of State did not keep his 
word. It will bo remembered that the re- 
port contained a graphic account of the hor- 
ribly cruel way in which tho seals were 
treated by thoir protectors in tho rookeries, 
and that the professor attributed the 
diminution of the sealB chiefly to that treat- 
ment. It is no wonder that the report was 
not published, but it is a wonder that the 
counsel for the United States did not re- 
frain from traducing its author. 

THE ATTITUDE OF CHINA. 

Those who believe that the Government 
of China regard with unconcern the way in 
which its subjects are treated in the United 
States will, it is moro than likely, find out, 
and that at no distant day, that they have 
formed a mistaken estimate of tho Chinese 
character. The Chinese are keen ob- 
servers. They know' what is going on 
around them and they are, ut this moment, 
eagerly watching to see how their fellow 
subjects ure being treated in the United 
States. The officials of the Government of 
China have a thorough knowledge of the 
[leary law and of all that has been done 
and left undone to put it in forco. 

There is soon to be a new Chinese Min- 
ister at Washington. It is iutimated that 
he is of opinion that the passage of the Geary 
Act has virtually abrogated the treaty that 
was in force when it was euacted, and that 
the first thing he will do after ho arrives iu 
Washington will be to enter into negotia- 
tion for a new treaty. The relations of the 
two countries ure to be put on a new foot- 
ing, so that each ahall know what it haa to 
expect. Tho Chinese do not threaten or 
bluster, but they are quietly persistent, and 
the chances are that they will havo their 
own way. The Chinese Viceroy ia said to 
have stated that a new treaty will have to 
be negotiated between China and the Cuited 
States to regulate the immigration question. 
The probability is that China will quietly 
insist upon such conditions as will make it 
impossible for Congress to re-enact such a 
law as the Geary Act and atill remain on 
good terms with China. Tho exclusion of 
American coal oil from China iB a foretaste 
of the treatment that the Americans will 
receive from China if they persist iu dis- 
criminating against the Chinese in their 
treatment of foreigners. 



NOT DEMON E TIZA TION. 

Wo sec a good deal in the newapapers 
about tho demonetization of silver in India, 
but it is a mistake to euppoae that silver 
has beeu demonetized in that country. 
What the Government has done ia to atop 
the free coinage of silver, which is a very 
different thing from tho demonetization of 
that metal. The Government saw that 
trouble was likely to ensue from the depre- 
ciation of silver. Money in India is almost 
wholly of silver. Tho standard coin is the 
rupee. Before silver began to depreciate 
that 'join was worth two shillings sterling, 
or roughly, forty-eight cents. But of late 
years its vuluo relatively to gold, kept on 
getting Icbs aud less until it became bo de- 
preciated that salaried men complained 
sadly and creditors ami commercial men got 
alarmed. During this time thero was no 
limit to tho coinage of rupees. Any one 
who hud silver could take it to tho mint and 
got it coined. What tho Government of 
India haa dono ia to stop tho free ceinago of 
silver and to fix tho value of tho rupeo at 
sixteen pence. It hua not issued u 
decree uguiust silver money. Tho rupeo is 
still the coin of India, and is likely to bo so 
for many a long year to come. Tho Gov- 
ernment has not said it will not coin any 
more rupees. Tho probability is that it 
will coin them us they aro required. It per- 
haps will try to iutroduco the uso of gold by 



paying out gold itself, but it ia no easy 
thing in a great country liko Indiu, whose 
inhabitants are exceedingly conservative, to 
make a completo chango ia the currency, 
Thoso, then, who Bay that silver is demone- 
tized in India aro uot careful in their uso of 
words. Senator Toller, of Colorado, who ia 
deeply interested in keopiug up tho price of 
silver, is uot at all discourugod al what bun 
been done in India. This ia what ha ia ro 
ported to have said: — 

The fact is, if the mints aro closed to 
privuto ooinage, it is the intention of the 
Indian Government to purchase silver and 
coin it on account of the Government in tho 
same manner, practically, aa we coined 
under tho Bland act, and there is no reason 
to supposo that Indiu will not take as much 
silver in tho next year as it took iu tho lust. 

Many friends of silver believe that thut 
will enablo tho India Council to sell its 
Counoil bills at a stipulated und fixed price, 
anil thus prevent the fluctuation of silver. 

Now, if Council bills aro to be sold, as 
tho pr< 83 representatives suy tho scheme iB, 
at la. -Id. per rupee, which is moro than 
they havo been soiling at horetoforo for 
aomo time, it ought to muko silver not only 
moro stable but higher than it has been for 
the last ten days. 

There is no possibility of India giving a 
gold standard with gold as ihe circulating 
medium. It is impossible for them to do 
thut. The British Government twice tried 
thut and it hua failed. 

The statement, mada in the public press, 
that they propose to givo a gold standard 
without a gold currency, means that they 
propose to take; the rupees on a told basis 
as to their value considered us bullion. In 
other words, they would take the rupee in- 
stead of at, 17 cents, its niint value, at 
cents, which would be ubout its gold value. 

This is clearly slated, and is, we believe, 
the correct explanation of what has been 
dono in India. 






A FKICAN UO LI) FIELDS. 

Southern Africa has become ore of tho 
principal Bourcea of tho world's gold sup- 
ply. The output of gold in the Transvaal 
is considerable. It ranges from 115,000 to 
1 17,000 ounces n month, valued at consider- 
ably over $2,000,000. Joaunesberg, where 
tho gold fields uro situated, is growing 
rapidly. Six years ago it could not boast of 
a dozen houses, and now it has a population 
of 80,000. Tho gold fields of Mushonalund 
promise well. It is evident from what is 
going on in tho world that tho supply of 
gold is not likely to full off. A stimulus 
has been given to gold mining in all parts of 
the world whore the precious metal iB to be 
found, und for u few years, at any rate, the 
total output of gold will ho greuter than it 
hua been for aomo time past. 

THE EX-PRESIDENT'S OPINION. 

Ex-President Harrison has a very high 
opinion of the World' Fair. Being in New 
York, he was of course interviewed. On 
being asked by tho newspaper maa about 
his impreBsiona of the World's Fair, he 
said : 

It is a grand success. I believe thero haB 
been nothing like it in the history of the 
world. It will not do for the peoplo or the 
newspapers in any part of the country to 
attempt to cry it down or write it down. 

To seo the buildings is worth a trip to 
Chicago. Ono may feel fully repaid for his 
visit if he doea not go inside. The exhibits 
uro vast and so varied that they are almost 
beyond description.

Tho above was tho brief official informa- 
tion received yesterday of tho progress of 
the expedition in command of Chief Con- 
stable Stewart, of Nanaimo, which went 
out Tuesday to locate and urn si. Burt. 
Myers, alias Kennedy, the murderer of 
John O'Connor. (If course, Superintendent 
Hussey was not here to receive the message ; 
by tins time he is probably on the sceno 01 
the encounter referred to, and the telegraph 
i o-day will, in all likelihood, bring word of 
the murderer's arrest or death. 

Chief Stewart's pirty, which included 
Coroner Ur. VValltem, of Nunaunn, Consta- 
bles MoLeod, MuKtnnoo, Anderson, Siew- 
art and King, on board the Kstelle, headed 
at ouce for Reed island on leaving Con, ox, 
and not finding Kennedy there proceeded to 
explore the coast along Johnstone straits, to 
the north, keeping a sharp look-out for the 
now familiar sloop. It was neither seen 
nor heard of, and the Lstellc had returned 
to Ramsay Arm, a short inlet on the Main- 
land, parallel to Bute Inlet, and about three 
miles distant from it, and twelve from Heed 
Island The posse were convinced that they 
hud missed their man, and consequently 
wore pel haps less vigilant. Knowing that 
a white logger named King was a resident 
on the Arm they whistled, to attract his 
attention, and he at once came out to tho 
steamer, 

He was told the object of the search, and 
asked if ho had seen or heard anything of 
Kennedy, and at first replied in the nega- 
tive. Seeing that he was keeping something 
back the party pressed him for uu explana- 
tion, and ho then exclaimed : 

"It's a murder you say, gentlemen. Then 
I'll tell you. Kennedy is this moment 
asleep at my cabin. He came to my place 
Monday and explained that O'Connor bud 
shot himself in taking down his rifle from 
the rack. Ho said ho didn't want to be 
bothered with the investigation and asked 
if he could stay with me until the thiug 
blew ovi-r, and us I was under some obligi- 
tions to him I told him he could. So he 
moved his things up to my house and 
shifted his sloop to behind the big boulder 
If you had come right up to the shack with 
out whittling you'd have found bin asleep. " 

It was thought best to give Kennedy an 
opportunity to surrender peacahly, and so 
Dr. Wulkem returned with Mr. King to the 
cabin. Kennedy met them outside the door 
with his rifle cocked and ready for business. 
When Dr. Walkem was about eight puces 
away ho was ordered to stand still and 
throw up bis hands. 

" I want you to hand over that rille at 
once," said the doctor, " and I cull on you to 
surrender to the law. It's by far the best 
course for yon. " 

" The h— 1 it is," was the desperado's re- 
ply. " I know u little more about your 
laws than that, and I'm not going to gi e 
up — not by a G — d d — n sight. Do you take 
me for a d — n fool ? You'd butter go back 
to your steamer and tell the rest of them 
they'd belter not monkey with moor there'll 
be somebody hurl? " 

The coroner returned to the Kstello and 
Chief Stewart at once gave the order for 
the party to land, four in each boat. As 
they approached the beach, Kennedy, who 
had come down to the shore, rifle in hand, 
called out to them to go back, and fired at 
the first boat, t he bullet passing between 
Constable McLeod and the steersman and 
embedding itself in the boat. The police 
answered with a volley, hut none of the 
shots proved effective. Then the firing be- 
came general — and wild, the men in the 
boat dropping their oars to une their guns, 
and Kennedy backing off, firing as ho re- 
treated, until he g lined tho bluff, from 
which he could fire down on the boats while 
he himself presented an almost impossible 
target. 

Not caring to follow him on land with so 
small a force, Chief Stewart removed the 
provisions from the shack and burned it 
down, and took possession of the sloop, 
adding it to the string of sloops and canoes 
picked up between Reed Island and Fancy 
Bay. A patrol was put on and the atten- 
tions of the force directed to attempting to 
trap Kennedy into leaving the bush. Ho 
wus cuu'.ious, however, and not to be caught 
napping. At night a concerted attack was 
made, but it, too, proved futile. The only 
two wuys by which the murderer can escape 
are by crossing tho mountains or risking 
himself on a log on the inlet. Both avenues 
are being carefully guarded.

Commandant Herbert Booth waB born at 
Penzance, Cornwall, England, in August, 
LSti'2, and commenced active work in the 
Christian army with his sister iu France 
when 18 years of age.

have been presented to the House of Com- 
mons i at various times, urging that a suit- 
able insolvency law effective throughout the 
Dominion should be enacted, and why the 
almost unanimous wishes of the Boards of 
•trade throughout the Dominion should be 
disregarded is hard to conceive. Ultimato 
success in obtaining an insolvency law can 
only bo secured by unremitting ellbrts, and 
the incoming councils are requested to con- 
tinue to agitate till an Insolvent Act is 
placed on the Dominion Statute books. 

IMMIGRATION. 

The Board is indebted to Mr. J. Jessop, 
immigration agent, for aomo interesting 
formation relative to the movement of Bet 
tiers in the Province. The roport reforrod 
to will bo found in tho appendices hereto, 

BANQUET. 

On May 4, last, the Board held a Ban- 
quet, to celebrato the opening of the Board 
of Trado building. In response to invita- 
tions thereto, all tho principal cities of the 
Province and of Puget Sound sent represen- 
tatives. Among other proceedings, con- 
gratulatory references to tho Board's hand- 
some new quarters wero made by the visi- 
tors, and a most pleasant reunion was held, 
and tended to cement a bond of sympathy 
amongst the commercial interests of the 
North Pacific. 



Tho report of the Audit Committee, sub- 
mitted herewith, shows tho total assets of 
the Board to be S7,. r >!)2 10; §6.800 of which 
is represented by US shares of stock of the 
Board of Trade Building Association. The 
net gain during the past twelve months was 
$1,082 02, a result which your committee 
feel will bo accepted an highly satisfactory 
and indicative of the Board's prosperity. 

TRADE A.N I) OUTLOOK. 
During tho twelve months under review, 
the trade of tho Province suffered very 
severely from an outbreak of smallpox, 
originating with passengers and merchandise 
brought by the China- Japan mail ship?, and 
causing, in July last, several cases to de- 
velop at Victoria. The exaggerated reports 
which were disseminated resulted in a strict 
quarantine of that city, which lasted six 
weeks. Business there wits paralyzed, 
whilst the other cities of the Province, and 
also thoao on Puget Sound, felt the depres- 
sion. 

This unfortunate circumstance, together 
with the general stagnation which prevailed 
in the American and Australian markets for 
lumber and coal, have caused a falling oil' in 
exports, with a corresponding shrinkage in 
duties collected during the year ending 30th 
June ultimo. Tho collections at Victoria 
amounted to SS78.291.14, or about 15 per 
cent, less than tho previous twelve months, 
which wore the best on record. 

This temporary depression of our foreign 
trade should cause attention to be directed 
to other branches of industry, such as rais- 
ing cattle and sheep, growing grain and 
other agricultural products required for 
home consumption. There is already a very 
marked improvement in the coal trade, the 
exports in June boing 90,495 tons, the larg- 
est quantity ever reported in one month. 
The salmon pack of this seaBou is expected 
to exceed that of any previous year, and the 
results will bo augmented by the direct 
steamship service to Australia. 

The imports in British Columbia, exclu- 
sive of imports from other Provinces of tho 
Dominion, were, according to last census, 
$57.52 per capita, and the exports £07. 45 
per capita. 

Tho injurious tendency to speculate in 
real estate was referred to in the Board's 
report for 1891, and whilst operations were 
cogfined to sub dividing property adjacent 
to the cities in British Columbia and .State 
of Washington, U. S. A., and putting 
building lots on the market at prices within 
the reach of the workingman, the matter 
did not receive more than passing notice. 
However, lately operations have been 
shifted to the interior of the Province, par- 
ticularly in tho Kootenay districts ; much 
land there has been sub divided into small 
lots and sold on the instalmenl plan, prin- 
cipally to the wage-earning classes, who 
nover expect to see the property. No 
criticism can be too severe upon those who 
are inducing the working classes to part 
with their money so recklessly. 

Meanwhile, foreign capitalists aro secur- 
ing some of the finest mineral claims in 
these districts, and after development they 
will doubtless be able to sell them in the 
Province at prices several times exceeding 
their outlays. 

Tho urgent need tor modern buildings for 
post office and custom house at Victoria 
has been recognized by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment, and §100,000 has been appropri- 
ated for this service. It is to be expected 
that still larger appropriations will be voted 
in the near future for construction of public 
buildings worthy of the third revenue-pro- 
ducing city of the Dominion. 

Tho usual statistical information has been 
brought down to date and will be found in 
tho appendices, and the standing commit- 
tees have embodied much additional infor- 
mation in their reports, which are submitted 
herewith. 

A lively and increasing interest in the 
business of the Bourd is shown by tho sub- 
stantial increase of members within the 
past twelve months. The council have 
been fully occupied with the business of the 
institution, and their labors will doubtless 
prove beneficial to the Province. The new 
premises occupied by tho Board are most 
commodious and cheerful, and it is hoped 
that members will avail themselves of the 
opportunity now offered to make the Board 
room a frequent resort, a privilege which 
should bo esteemed and, if used, would 
greatly increase the Board's usefulness. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Mr Robert Ward, in seconding this 
fiVn referred to what he considered had 
S Sol Tan omission doubtless due to 
oi work. This was a reference 



to the work of the Congress of the Chambers 
nf Commerce of the Empire, held in London 
last year, and as a result of which many of 
the reforms then advocated had since been 
made. The CongreBs had advocated the 
formation of boards of conciliation and 
arbitration for tho settlement of 
labor disputes, and it was pleas- 
ing to know that so far as tho Province 
of British Columbia was concorned this prin- 
ciple had now been adopted, an act having 
hfifin passed nt the last session of the Login- 
latura providing for such a system. The 
Congress hud desired a reform in the matter 
of bills of lading, and it was satisfactory to 
know now that as a result a satisfactory ar- 
rangement was being mado between tho 
British boards of trado and the Ship Owners' 
Association whereby the matters in dispute 
would bo amicubly adjusted without the 
necessity of legislation. Another matter 
was that of Commercial Education, the 
recommendations of the Congress having 
been forwarded to the various honrds of 
trade, and in this matter he thought some- 
thing would bo done to bring tho recom- 
mendations to the notice of tho head of the 
Educational department. There wore these 
and other matters which he thought should 
receive tho attention of tho incoming 
Council. 

ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Mr. T. B. Hall having declined to accede 
to the urgent request that ho stand for re 
election, Mr. A. C. Flumerfclt was unani- 
mously chosen presielent, Mr. C. E. Renouf 
vice-president, and Mr. F. Elworthy secre- 
tary.

No ono could have treated the B. C 
Board of Trade with more consideration 
than Mr. Beeton, and no ono could have 
been more untiring in his efforts to keep tho 
Board informed on all matters of interest. 
He thought the Board should recognize Mr. 
Beotou'8 services in some way, aud wished 
to have the by-laws amended so as to per- 
mit of honorary members being elected, 
with a view of having him mude one, (Ap- 
plause. )

Stocks iii New York— R. D. Duu 
Co.'s Weekly Review— What 
Bratlstreot's Says. 



Henry Clews Says Not AuotUer Dollar 
of Silver Must Pollute the 
Currency. 



New York, July 7. — Pacific railroad 
bonds closed as follows: Union firsts, lOIii; 
Union sinking, 102 bid; Central, 102 bid 
The tendoncy of pricos on tho exchange to- 
day was upwards. The volume of business 
was slow, tho sales footing up only 10;i,:i2G 
shares; but, as the bears showed a disposi 
tion to cover, tho market ruled on a higher 
range. The upward movement was assisted 
by an advance in American bank failures at 
home. While tho dealings wero largely for 
professional accounts, the commission 
houses wero almost unanimous in reporting 
an increiiBeel business. Tho general list 
moved anywhere from .} to j? per cent.; the 
final quotations wore J to jj below the high- 
est, except in the case of Manhattan, which 
reacted 1 | per cent. Tho market was not 
ulfected to any great extent by the rise in 
the rates for money and closed steady in 
tone.

R. G. Dun & Co., in their weekly review 
of trade, say: The tone in business circles 
is perceptibly in, proved. This is partly be 
cause the banks huve been rendered more 
hopeful of an early financial settlement by 
the calling of an extra session of Congress, 

Bradstreot's to-morrow will say: About 
80,000,000 bushels of wheat out of farmer's 
hands wero carried over in the United 
States anel Canada, both coasts, on July 1, 
which is more than 1O0 per cent, more than 
we have been in tho habit of carrying over 
at a like date in preceding years. Stocks in 
Europe and afloat for Europe are about 13 
millions bushels larger thou on July 1 in 
tho preceding year, u gain of 2S per cent 
Stocks of wheat available on tho 1st inst., 
in this country, in Europe, afloat for 
Europe and in Australia, as per wiro and 
cable to Bradstreet's, were largely in excess 
of like accumulations at any time during 
the preceding ihreo calendar years, except 
in Decembor, 1891. Dispatches from Now 
foundland report the outlook and condition 
of trade about as usual. Tho sea fisheries 
of 1893 are short, but prices are 
good. The lobster business hus opened 
fairly as good rates. The fishery has opened 
with not very good prospects, owine to the 
weather. Moat lines of trade at Montreal 
are dull, except shipping. Canadian hay is 
in demand for export. Money throughout 
the Province of Quebec remains tight, but 
crop prospects are good. Toronto reports 
business quiet, with good crop prospects. 
Bank clearings at Halifax, Hamilton, 
Toronto and Montreal aggregate $21,755.00, 
an increase of 20 per cent, on the total in 
the preceding week, and 2 (i per cent, as 
compared with the like week a year ago. 

In his special financial review, dated 
Now York, July 1, Henry Clews siys : 
"In Wall street, affairs continue to drift 
on in about tho same state as for tho past 
month. The urgent demands of merchants 
for discount still continue Precisely where 
lies the secret spring, the touching of which 
would start the financial machinery into 
natural action, no one h-.<a yet been fortu- 
nate enough to discover. Charing House 
certificates and the prepayment of July in 
tereBt by tho Treasury and Certain large 
corporations perceptibly relieved the 
strain, which bo protracted and so 
stubborn has rarely been experienced 

The one thing the country needs to be as 
sureil of is that we are to bo saved from a 
silver currency. The existing distress is 
mostly due to apprehensions of that danger; 
anel but little bhort of the declaration of 
Congress' that not another dollar of silver 
shall pollute our currency can repair this 
wrecked confidence. But this imperatively 
needed assurance, in order to be of any 
efficacy, must be given without delay. The 
situation is one that admits of no waiting 
It demands the immediate attention which 
no other man or power than tho President 
of the United States can give. Apart 
from the necessities of tho commercial com 
munity, the suspension of free coinage by tho 
Government of India calls for immediate 
action by Congress. It has precipitated a 
further large decline in the price of silver, 
It would be an error to suppose that any 
unsound or otherwise dangerous elements 
exist outside of this sinijle question of the 
dangers connected with silver. The unom 
aly to be dealt with is a generally sound 
condition of trade and industry concurrently 
with a dangerous paralyais of credit arising 
from distrust as to tho future of the money 
of payments."

Stockton, Ca!., July 7.— Louia Henry 
Schultz, an ex-Builor, who, for several years, 
hus been working as a farm hand, has sur 
rendered himself to custody and confessed 
to the murder of George Arbanasin, of the 
Three Mile house, on Copporopolis road, on 
the night of July 4. He committed the 
murder to avenge his siater, Clura Schultz, 
whose downfall Arbanasin hud wrought 
under a promise of marriage, and who con 
mitted suicide in Sun Francisco two years 
ago. Since her death Schultz hus been 
hunting throughout the San Joaquin valley 
for Arbanasin He did not know, when be 
entered the Three Mile house, that Arba- 
nasin waa there ; but came on him unex 
pectedly. Schultz challenged him to tight, 
Arbanasin called him vile names and ran for 
hia gun, when Schultz shot him to death 
with a revolver. The prisoner says he did 
not rob Arbanasin, and that tho robbery 
must have been committed by some other 
person after he left tho place.

pila Wheeler Wilcox Knows How to Make 
tlio Married State a Heaven on Earth. 
A Bride's Idea of Wedded BURS— A Good 
Man's Motto.

SUPPOSE you tiro very 
happy, dear," said 11 Lady 
to a lirido elect a few days 
_, before the wedding, 
itS "Oil, yes, so happy, lam 
to have the loveliest outfit you ever saw," 
responded the loving maiden. "Mamma 
is giving mo everything 1 want." 

"And the lover — of course he is tho 
most perfect man in the world," con- 
tinued the lady, trying to lead the girl to 
talk of her happiness. 

"Yes, he is a right nice fellow. You 
know, he has had his salary raised, and 
he says wo will surely go abroad in tho 
summer. Isn't that lovely?" 

Tho lady turned away with a sigh. 
Alas! was this the extent of a girl's 
happiness on tho eve of tho most impor- 
tant event in her life — a lovely trous- 
seau and a trip to Europe? 

And how would the "right nice fel- 
low" seem in her eyes should some mis- 
fortune cause his salary to bo cut down, 
and if, unlike her mamma, ho could not 
givo her everything she wanted? Were 
she deprived of her trip to Europe, would 
marriage seem a delusion and a snare to 
her? One would think that marriage 
should bo regarded more seriously than 
this, and yet hundreds of men and wom- 
en enter into tho sacred relation with 
anything but sacred ideas or motives. 

I know a woman whoso whole lifo was 
imhitterod by tho discovery that her 
husband had married her becauso his 
aged mother needed a companion. Serv- 
ants were unreliable, and ho liked to 
bo free to go and come as ho pleased, so 
ho married a wife and gave her a com- 
fortable homo and left her to find com- 
panionship with tho aged mother while 
ho followed after his own pleasures. It 
nover occurred to him that he should 
saermco time or inclination to bestow at- 
tention upon tho woman ho had married. 

Marriago ought to mean something 
quite different from this. It seems to 
mo a woman who takes tho wifely vows 
ought to reason in this wise: 

"I am now going to make it the great 
object of lny lifo to establish a happy 
homo for this man whoso wife I am. 
No matter what personal sacrifices aro 
necessary, what distasteful duties I may 
have to perform, 1 will persevere until I 
mako my homo an ideal one for tho man 
who is forced to contend with the turmoil 
and strifo of the business world. In 
that terrible warfare which men wage 
for dollars ho meets with discord, self- 
ishness, jealousy and deception. lie 
shall come to his homo as a haven of 
refugo where peace, love, appreciative 
rest, await him. lie shall be king of 
that domain, and every one within the 
kingdom of homo shall find it a delight 
to consult his tastes and cater to his com- 
fort. He shall always go forthwith fresh 
courage and strength to meet the daily 
battle of life." 

At tho same time tho man who takes 
a wifo unto himself should reason in this 
wise: 

"I will make this woman happy, what- 
ever curbing of heretofore ungoverned 
appetites and passions, whatever con- 
quering of selfish habits, it may necessi- 
tate. 1 will remember that sho may 
sometimes tire of the homo which is a 
novelty to me after my day's work, and 
I will plan a theater, a drive, a journey, 
for her often enough to givo her life va- 
riety. I will remember that a delicate 
minded woman is never so humiliated 
as when obliged to ask for money, and I 
will place a sum at her disposal, each 
week or month. 

"If the household arrangements occa- 
sionally seem troublesome and ill or- 
dered, I will bo considerate, remember- 
ing that matters in my office sometimes 
becomo mixed despito my systematic 
methods, and I should not like to have 
my wifo reprove mo for lack of business 
qualities at such times. 

"I will remember that tho physical 
woman is a delicate machine, and if she 
sometimes seems strangely nervous and 
sensitive I will be considerate and not 
reproach her. I will remember that sho 
needs to bo told in words as well as ac- 
tions that sho is dear to me, and that a 
word of praise gives her new joy and 
courage in her efforts to pleaso mo, and 
1 will not neglect the polite attentions 
which every woman appreciates from 
tho man sho loves. To keep her in lovo 
with me and proud of mo shall bo my 
chief object." 

There may bo a great many men and 
women who reason in this wise as they 
enter married life. I trust there are. I 
know at least threo couples who set 
forth with these resolves, and I know 
that they have made home a place which 
Is as near a heaven as can bo found on 
this care burdened earth.. 

But such heavens aro "not reached at 
a single bound." Patience, sacrifice on 
tho part of both, self control and com- 
mon sense aro necessary to establish 
harmonious relations between two peo- 
plo who have been reared with entirely 
different surroundings. A wifo may bo 
tired of tho house and long for recrea- 
tion, but if she sees her husband come 
homo with an especially fagged expres- 
sion of face sho should have tho tact to 
realize that this is tho time to keep silent 
about her wishes and to settle down to a 
quiet evening lit homo. And tho hus- 
band for whom such a sacrifice is made 
needs to bo on tho watch to give such a 
wifo a happy surprise ero long in tho 
way of pleasure, 

I I think tho scene of tho moat needed 



and most difficult sacrifices necessary to 
the happiness of homo and husband lies 
in tho kitchen. Tho majority of men, 
who have the hurlyburly of life during 
the day, do not find happiness in a board- 
ing house or hotel, but want the homo 
comforts. 

Tho majority of women in these days 
dislike housekeeping, with its tyrannical 
cares and responsibilities. To think up 
a bill of faro for each day, to direct 
servants to preparo it or to aid in its 
preparation, to try to economize in tho 
household, to keep the machinery of tho 
bouse all in good working order — this is 
purgatory to seven modern women out 
of ten. It is useless and absurd to tell 
every woman that sho can conquer her 
dislike for pots, kettles, ranges, soiled 
vegetables and raw meats. Sho cannot 
learn to like such things if sho is not a 
born housekeeper. 

Tho only way for her to do is to con- 
sider this work tho sacrifice sho offers 
on that altar of lovo and to compel her- 
self to do it well and cheerfully. Many 
a wifo tells her husband sho would die 
for him if it became necessary, and she 
longs to perform some difficult and dan- 
gerous feat to prove tho strength of her 
love. At tho samo time she is making 
him miserable by parading her dislike 
for and inefficiency in housekeeping. 

Why not resolve to control this dis- 
like ami overcome this inefficiency by 
courage, perseverance and system and 
to regard it as the most needed and use- 
ful sacrifice she can make for her hus- 
band? She should say to herself: "I do 
not love this task". I have no natural 
skill or taste for housework, but 1 will 
take pleasure in doing it well because it 
is the surest way of giving my husband 
comfort and pleasure, and tho happiness 
wo give others is the only pleasure which 
lasts." 

1 know scores of men who feel an ab- 
solute loathing for the struggle and toil 
of money making. Every clay they are 
dropping dead in tho counting room and 
on the street with the severe pressure 
on brain ami heart. However bloodless 
may seem this battle for dollars, the 
wounds arc given and bleed inwardly. 
And what happiness can life hold for 
such men if, after the office and market 
is closed, they go to discontented wives 
and ill conducted homes, where the 
household worries are added to the strife 
of tho business world? 

Thero is only now and then a wifo who 
seems to realize that all this strife and 
strugglo is for her happiness and pleas- 
ure and that men go to their places of 
business with quite as much dread and 
distaste as wives go to the kitchen. How 
heartless and devoid of sense would the 
man seem who, after having asked a 
woman to share his life, told her daily 
that he hated tho work he was compelled 
to do to support her and that ho did not 
believe ho had a tasto for such labor. 
Yet it is just as absurd and heartless for 
tho wifo to constantly parade her dislike 
for housekeeping. 

At tho samo time most men aro not 
inclined to givo their wives tho sym- 
pathy and appreciation in the manage- 
ment of the home which they need. "If 
I had a daughter," said a man to me one 
day, "I would take her on my knee and 
tell her what a fearful strain money 
making meant for a man, and I would 
instill into her mind sympathy and ap- 
preciation for her future husband in that 
way." 

I thought this a very beautiful senti- 
ment, but almost in another breath I 
heard him say: "I often think it must 
bo delightful to ho a woman. They have 
such an easy, care free time of it, with 
nothing to do but stay in the shelter of 
homo and keep the house." 

"It is indeed a great privilege to bo a 
woman," I replied, "becauso wo are thus 
permitted to be loved by men. But the 
keeping of the bouse is in its way as 
wearing as the outer strife. You men 
aro struggling with a brutal giant — 
Business' — who tries to throttle you. 
To overcome him requires all your 
strength. Wo women are set upon by 
m army of gnats — tho petty cares of 
housekeeping. They sting and pester us 
to distraction night ami day, small as 
they .ire. We need your sympathy as 
much as you need ours. Neither should 
sneer at the other's toil." 

A husband once asked me to talk to 
his wife and endeavor to make her more 
thoughtful in regard to his cares and 
worries. "She does not seem to realize 
tho strain of a business career," ho said, 
"and I think you might present it all to 
her in a way that would set her think- 
ing." 

I felt sorry for him, yet I knew him to 
accept tho invitation of a gentleman to 
dine at the club one evening without 
pending any word home to his wife, who 
waited dinner two hours, compelling her 
servant to lose an evening out and bring- 
ing discord and trouble generally into 
the domestic regions by his thoughtless 
selfishness. How could ho expect his 
wifo to sympathize with his cares when 
he showed such a lack of sympathy for 
hers? 

However petty may seem a woman's 
work to a man, he should not tell her so. 
The care and anxiety and annoyance 
which go into the preparation of a din- 
ner aro in their way as taxing to tho 
nerves and vital forces as t he strain of 
tho counting room and office. Especial- 
ly are they so when tho man for whom 
the dinner is planned regards it as mere 
child's play, just as tho brutal blows of 
tho business world seem harder to hear 
when a man's wife, for whom he toils, 
Bpoaks of "tho good time ho has had 
nil day while she has been shut in the 
kitchen." 

Tho best man I know onco said to his 
wifo, "Married peoplo ought to think 
each morning, 'Now let us treat each 
other today in a manner that would 
leavo no remorso for the one living were 
the other to die tomorrow.' " 

With such a motto and with mutual 
sympathy, thoughtfulness and? apprecia- 
tion and self control married lifo can, to 
my positive) knowledge, bo made a heav- 
en on earth.

WITH ROPE AND MATTING. 



now a Kitting Boom May Ho Made Com- 
fortable Tor Summer by Its Use. 
A most attractive summer sitting room 
can be fitted up with the aid of rope and 
fine matting. So far 03 may ho, the col- 
ors used with theso materials can bo 
greens, from the dull, light green of 
dried palms to tho rich foliage of living 
ones. If the color of walls or woodwork 
will not admit of this, somo hues that 
will harmonizo with them must bo cho- 
oen. 

Of courso there will bo matting on tho 
floor, and if there tiro any rugs they 
should be subdued rather than bright in 
color. Lattices for the upper part of 
windows and, if desired, for doorways 
aro made by lacking now ropo to thin 
strips of wood in a pattern formed of 
two rows of loops touching each other, 
the ropo being tied where it touches, or 
of one row fastened between tho two 
strips of wood. In either caso tho wood 
can bo covered by a braided strand of 
ropo tacked along straight, and from the 
lower pieco should depend a fringe mado 
by tacking to it short lengths of rope, 
each cut a foot long and folded in the 
center, where it is secured to the wood. 
It thus forms a series of inverted U's. 

When done, tho ends are fringed 11 
or 2 inches deep, and tho fringe being 
crinkly and thick makes a very pretty 

finish. This is fastened to the' upper 
partof window or door frame and can 
be easily taken down to be brushed and 
dusted or at the end of the season. 
Loops of cord at the ends of the upper 
Stick can be hung over hooks or tacks in 
the window frame, making the adjust- 
ment the work of only a minute or two. 
The window shades are of course under- 
neath, and if any draperies aro used they 
are also under the rope. The prettiest 
stuff for curtains will be madras lace. 

If there is a low window, under it can 
be placed a broad seat made' of boxes. 
The seat is covered with matting after 
being softened by a few folds of old car- 
pet or quilted stuff laid under the mat- 
ting. The side* also are covered, and 
the edgo is finished with braided rope, 
and at the corners are tufts like tassels 
mado by unbraiding the rope. A very 
durable screen is made by taking a mod- 
erately low clotheshorse, removing one 
fold or leaf if desired, leaving but two, 
then taking off tho top bar of one of 
them and cutting off tho uprights a lit- 
tle, afterward replacing the bar. 




WUfDOW AND WINDOW SEAT. 

In this way an irregular shaped screen, 
prettier than if both folds aro alike, is 
made. If tho three folds aro kept, tho 
center one can bo left at its usual height 
and tho side ones shortened, or the three 
may he graduated in height. When 
ready, give the frame several coats of 
black paint. Then tack on one side per- 
fectly plain matting of tho usual ecru or 
straw color; on tho other some Japanese 
matting with black figures in it. On the 
plain side can be pinned dried grasses, a 
graceful arrangement of dried palm 
leaves, some pressed ferns or anything 
that will harmonize with the dull sum- 
mer colors in tin. 1 room. If preferred, 
the plain side may be decorated with 
strange figures made by dashes of bronze 
or copper paint, some of the samo being 
put in touches on the black frame on 
that side of tho screen. 

A single pedestal for a palm is made 
by nailing the cover of a long, narrow 
box in place and standing the box on 
end, first covering sides and top with 
matting. Then fasten plain or braided 
ropo around top and bottom, leaving 
fringed ends at each corner if you wish. 
A pretty double palm pedestal consists 
of two boxes fastened together so that 
one is shorter than the other. It is 
covered like the single ono and holds 
two or more' of the graceful plants. 

A room with such furniture as this 
commends itself to all wdio like that 
which will stand hard usage and which 
can ho easily cleaned by brushing or 
washing (/if with a cloth wrung out of 
warm salt water, and it is quite likely 
that those who try it will continue to 
use the furniture not only in warm 
weather, but all the year round.

Christian Endeavor Convention— Smiil Eleva- 
tor Burned- Immigrant Train Held

Montreal, July 7.— (Special)— The third 
day of the great Christian Endeavor con- 
vention, in Montreal, opened line and warm. 
The Missouri, Kansas and Texas delegates, 
•100 strong, arrived last night. A close 
estimate places the number in attendance at 
13,000. 

Shortly after 12 o'clock, last night, 6re 
broke out in a large unoccupied grain eleva- 
tor, on the canal b in k, Mill street. When 
the firemen arrived the tire hud spread over 
the building, and created a great blaze. 
The firemen managed to keep the fiie con 
fined to the elevator, which was entirely 
destroyed. The building, which was for 
merly the old Gould mills, was owned bj 
Frothinghnm & Workman, and was valued 
at about $30,000. 

The Liberal club, at a large meeting held 
last night, decided to hold a political 
demonstration in this city, in September 
next, at which Hon. W. Laurier will be the 
chief speaker. 

A report from St. Anne's, a small place 
about twenty miles from Montreal, states 
that an immigrant train, on its way from 
Montreal, last night, with fiOO immigrants 
on board, was held up by five masked men, 
who attempted to rob the boguago car. 
They wpre overpowered by the train hands, 
and placod in custody.

Trails and Koad "Work Being: Vigor- 
ously Prosecuted Through 
the District. 



Eeceut Rich Gold Discoveries— Open- 
ing of Hotel Lardeau— 
Dominion Day. 



(Correspondence of tho Colonist.) 

Lakdeau, July 3. — One month haB gone 
by Bince tho Government sent a road and 
trail superintendent to thin district and 
already the improvements can bo seen on 
all sides. No better move was ever mado 
by the Government, and as time goes by 
tho wisdom of such a move is noticeable. 
Road and trail work had been dono in a 
slip-shod manner heretofore, and no particu- 
lar person responsible for it. The peoplo 
of this district can now return thanks to 
the Government and our efficient M.P.P., 
James Kellie, und our hardworking super- 
intendent, John Thompson. Tho trail from 
hero to Trout Lake has been thoroughly 
overhauled and is now in a pretty good con- 
dition. In lact, if the wagon road is to be 
built, the less work put on this trail for the 
present would be u saving of money. 

From Trout, lake a trail bus been com- 
pleted to the Foika of tho Lardeau river, a 
distance of six miles. This is the section 
which old residents have 'claimed it was im- 
possible to build a trail on either bide of the 
river. Mr, Thompson, ufter a thorough in- 
vestigation, concluded otherwise. Not a 
shot of powder was used, but some pretty 
good hard work instead. Good time was 
made, us your re .derscau sco by tho record. 
The road gang consisted of oleven men, and 
tho time was eleven days. This piece of 
trail baa tilled a long felt want, and its com- 
pletion causes a general good feeling in thm 
district. There is now a bridge to be built 
at the Forks, when Mr. Thompson will com- 
mence on a trail eight or nine miles ill 
length, up the South Forks of tho Lardeau 
river. This will biing the trail right to the 
door of tho numerous mines in Una eection 

A good sized bridge has been completed 
over battle creek about twenty-five miles 
from Lardeau. This sort ol work is expen- 
sive, as it requires fast horses to take out 
the provisions and tools for the men, but 
the work had to be done for tho good of the 
miners. The bridge is a soventy feet span, 
and is a good piece of workmanship. Wnile 
the gang of men were going up to this point 
tho trail was repaired. Three and one-hall 
miles of trail has been finished on Poole 
creek, a tributary of Fish creek. It is ex- 
pected to finish about nine miles in all ou 
this creek. This will make easy access to 
the Blackburn, Gladstone, und the rich 
Lexington group of mines. Thus another 
long felt want is filled. 

June L'.'t was quite a gala day in Lardeau. 
The Hotel Lardeau gave an opening, which 
waa largely attended by the people in this 
vicinity. Owing to a misunderstanding, 
the steamer did uot arrive from Revelstoke. 
A great many people were disuppoiuted b> 
thia blunder. Some forty persons from 
Revelstoke and about fifteen from Hall's 
Landing had made calculations on attend 
iug this enjoyable affair. But with all 
their disappointment, mine host Wredt 
carried out the programme in fine style. 
A bout 9 p.m. the people from Trout Like, 
Thompson's Lauding and the immediate 
vicinity, gathered in the large dining-room, 
and tho music struck up.

As yet 
they are very quiet, in regard to the discov- 
ery, but in a few days more particulars can 
be learned. Rig Alee is an old prospector, 
und he says Fish creek is the richest locality 
he ever struck. They have been up the 
valley and on to the head nf the Duncan 
about ono mouth, but most of the time were 
able to do but little work on account of the 
snow. Prospectors coining in now will 
commence in just tho light timo. 

The day is not far distant when Fish 
Creek will make a Btir in mining circles. 
All the finds so far are strong in gold, as 
well as silver, and tho ore shows up in large 
quantities. 

July 1, Dominion Day, the Miners Hotel 
gave a danco and supper. Tho attendance 
was large tint! everyone seemed to havo a 
good time. Mrs. McRue and Mrs. Richard- 
son deserve great praise fur tho splendid 
supper served to their guests. All the little 
delicacies which ladies know ao well how to 
serve, were on the supper table, and many 
a man was heard to remark that thiB and 
that dish reminded him of homo and 
mother. Tho boys all say that such pleasant 
times can't como fust enough for them. 

We mean to be always up to the mark in 
loyalty as well U3 other matters. Tho first 
things to strike the eye on tho morning of 
Dominion Day were two fine flags floating 
from the hotels— one on the Hotel Lardeau 
and the other on tho Sliners' hotel. 

Wo havo hud no bank failures in Lardeau 
as yet. The reason why is not hard to 
guess. Still, we feel, to a certain extent, 
the depression of business caused by the 
Lightness of tho money market. 

THE TACOItA CASE. 

Statement Made by Captain Thornton In 
Rothschild & Co. 'a Libel Case. 

Seattle, July 7. — LT. S. Commissioner 
Emery took testimony, yesterday, in the 
libel of Rothschild & Co. ugaitiBt the British 
barkeutine Tacora, to recover damages for 
alleged breach of contract. Tho amount of 
money involved is comparatively small. 
The story as told by Captain Thornton, 
when on tho witness stand, is about as fol- 
lows : Louis Rothschild and Fred Jj. Ma- 
condruy are owners of the tug Discovery, 
On the 14th of last April the Tacora was 
lying in tho Straits, oil Rice Rocks and 
Discovery Island. It wus tho intention to 
go to Royul Roads and wait for further 
orders. The tug Discovery ran alongside 
the Tacora. Her captain approached Cap 
tuin Thornton, and offered to tow the 
Tacora to Royal Roads, thence to her 
loading port at Port Blakeley and later to 
sea for tho sum of §.j7"i. Captain Thornton 
waa at tho timo negotiating to soil his bark 
to Honolulu parties, and was, therefore, un 
uble to say what his future movements 
would bo. He agreed, however, to puy the 
Discovery f7") to tako tho Tacora to Royal 
Roads, and to give her the future towing 
shou'd he decide to go to sea. Thornton 
snya that after some argumen t his proposi 
tion was accepted and the Tacora was taken 
to Royal Roads. 

While in port there Macondruy came to 
him and asked him if he wanted to do a 
little work for a few days. Thornton 
said ho did, and Macondray introduced 
him to William Blown, of tho Canadian 
Pacific railroad, whose heodi|uart".'r8 art 
at Victoria, B.C. Brown, it is alleged, 
.greed that the company would do an) 
'owing for the Tacora, providing Captain 
Thornton would take u cargo of Chinese 
actors and Chinese merchants from British 
Columbia to Portland, Or. Thornton uc 
cep'ed and went to Vancouver, B C , for his 
pasioi'gers. When be arrived there he May- 
be found " a lot of unmistakable coolies" 
Ho at once informed Brown ami Macondraj 
thai he would not take rbo Chinamen be- 
cause he knew they had no right to en tor 
r he United States. They insisted that he 
'ulli 1 his agreement, bin he refused and 
vent to Port liiuketey with the Tacora 
Liter, when he offered to give the Discovery 
the job of towing the Tacora to sea the 
former, it ia alleged, raised tho price to 
$750. Thornton would not puy that amount 
and the libel again-t the Tacora itdlowed 
The taking of testimony was lini-hed yea' 
terduy afti mono, und the Tacora left for 
Peru, Sou'h America, to day. 



SHOT BY LEPERS. 

Unfortunates About to be Removed Turn 
L'pon and Shoot u Sheriff. 

HONOLULU, June 29 — Word waa brought 
to Honolulu this morning by one of the 
Island steamers that while attempting lo re 
move twenty-eight lepers from Kalalau val- 
ley, Kaiu, Sheriff Stoltz, acting under 
orders from the Hoard of Health, was shot 
and killed by the lepers. His body was 
brought to Honolulu. The Board of Health 
has determined to return the lepers to the 
settlement on Molokai for fear they woultl 
spread the disease beyond tho limit of the 
valley. Stollz waa making preliminary ar- 
rangements and waa accompanied by only 
two policemen when he entered tho valley 
by tho only trail which leads toil. The 
lepers seized arms from tho native residents 
of the valley, and after driving all who op- 
posed their action to a track which cuts off 
retreat by the sea, returned and attacked 
Sheriff Stollz. 

The two policemen were not attacked. 
The lepers havo only sworn vengeance 
against the white men who como to remove 
them. The board bus determined now to 
remove the lepers at all hazards, and will 
land officers on tho beach by a steamer, anil 
by guarding tho ono trail leading into the 
valley will foico the lepers to surrender or 
will shoot them down from the cliffs which 
hem the valley in. The final attempt will 
bo made very probably about Juiy 15,
